To avoid commitments and en- 


tanglements abroad is isolation. Botli Mr. 
Coolidge and Mr. Hughes know that a 
policy of isolation is not only belittling to 
the United States, but is inconsistent with 
its traditions and high purposes. 


"What our statesmen of the last four 


years have been trying to do is to cooper- 
ate with Europe and assume our proper 
place among nations, preserving in out- 
ward form a figure of isolation. They have 
realized that the force of world events, 
public opinion and self interest compelled 
the United States to join with other na- 
is to relieve the tax burden oil general 
property. 
A brief consideration of the

We cannot claim complete free- 


dom and accept obligations, and yet we 
nan enter into engagements which lea\e 
us a reasonable latitude of discretion in 
each particular case.

by a Hen, judgment, or mortgage to 
make the Interest theron deductible.
